Berlin Talk 
Proposed by

LONDON (AP) - 'Hie United 


States, Britain and Franco sent 
off notes to the Soviet Union to- 
day proposing a time and place 
for new Big Four talks to ease 
West Berlin's situation. 


All four governments have 


agreed In principle to hold such 
a conference, and only the ar- 
rangements for It remain to be 
settled. 


Diplomatic authorities gave 


no details of when, where and at 
what level the notes proposed 
that talks be held. 


It Is known, however, tliat the 


Western allies would like the 
talks to get under way within 
the next month or so and that 
they would not object to a nu.et- 
Ing in West Berlin of deputy for- 
eign ministers or ambassadors. 


The allies think the talks 


should cover such issues as tht' 
air, land and water traffic to 
West Berlin, freer communica- 
tions between Kast and West 
Berlin, and an easier flow of 
goods, traffic and ideas between 
the two parts of (lit- city. 


Informants said the Western 


powers do not plan to seek re- 
moval of the Berlin Wall at this 
stage, but tlut this is the sort of 
subject that could come up if 
there are signs of pi ogress.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Two 


state senators said Thursday 
that Gov. Wlnthrop Rockefeller 
was currying political favor by 
revising his proposal to in- 
crease the state Income tax. 


"It's abvious he doesn't feel 


there will be an Increase In 
taxes," said Sen. Robert Har- 
vey of Swifton. "Rather than 
offer a realistic plan, he'd pre- 
fer one that sounds better." 


Sen. Clarence Bell of Swifton 


said Rockefeller, In revising the 
income tax proposal, was try- 
ing to "appeal to the low-in- 
come people" as Bell said the 
governor attempted to do in the 
1969 regular session by offering 
unsuccessful legislation to give 
the poor a sales tax rebate. 


The governor offered the re- 


bate bill In conjunction with a 
measure, defeated by the Sen- 
ate, to raise the 3 per cent sales 
tax to 4 per cent. 


Rockefeller's original income 


tax proposal for the special ses- 
sion that begins Monday was 
reworked to further increase 
taxes on the wealthy. It extend- 
ed tax reductions to additional 
thousands in the $5,000 to $7, 000 
income range. 


The proposal increases the in- 


dividual tax credits and per- 
mits all taxpayers to take ad- 
vantage of them. 


Questioned by a newsman, 


Harvey said he thought the gov- 
ernor felt he bad no hope of ob- 
taining passage of an income 
tax Increase because of the re- 
quirement that the proposal re- 
ceive a three-fourths majority 
vote of each house for enact- 
ment. 


The senator said he thought 


Rockefeller therefore was mak- 
ing the tax bill as appealing to 
the public as he could so that 
he could turn its defeat to po- 
litical advantage In a bid for a 
third term. Rockefeller has not 
said whether he will seek an- 
other term this year, but many 
legislators feel he will.

In today's tight money 
market, It can also Include per- 
haps eight points the seller must 
pay a lender in order io Induce 
it to take a mortgage from the 
buyer. Each point equals 1 per 
cent of the mortgage.

tumor; injury; poor circula- 
tion; and a vitamin B de- 
ficiency—there is no all-in- 
clusive treatment. Finding 
the cause is the first step but 
recovery is often slow. 


Q—I don't have a corn. 


bunion or callus on my feet 
but they hurt all the time. 
My doctor says it is neuritis 
and that nothing can be done 
for it. 1 am a borderline 
diabetic. Could this be the 
cause? 


A—Poorly controlled dia- 


betes of long standing is one 
cause of neuritis but border- 
line diabetes would not be 
likely to cause it. A thorough 
search for the cause by a 
specialist in diseases of the 
nervous system might point 
the way to a cure. 


Q—My granddaughter, 22, 


has neuritis in her right arm 
Could the fact that she is a 
chain smoker cause this'.' 


A—A causative relation- 


ship between smoking and 
peripheral neuritis has been 
suspected in persons with a 
deficiency of vitamin B But, 
since the vitamin deficiency 
alone can cause it, the smok- 
ing cannot be positively in- 
criminated.
